LOSS OF THE-GUNBOAT ‘WASP.’ 

A lamentable Jisaster has ocourred off 
the north-west coast of Ireland. About 
three o'clock on the morning of the 22nd 
Sept. Her Majesty’s gunbeat Wasp was 
wrecked on the north side of Tory Island, 
off the coast: of Donegal. Owing to there 
being no telegraphic conmmunication between 
the island and the mainland little is known 
xs to the cirenmstances or the cause of the 
wreck ; but uo doubt exists as te the mag- 
nitude of the calamity. ‘The Wasp, which 
was under the command of Lieutenant Ni- 
cholls, had usually a crew of fifty-cight 
mon on board, and of these only six mon 
are stated tu have heen saved. In addition 
to the commander, the other officers, ac- 
cording to the Navy List, were Lieutonant 
King, Sub-Lioutonant Thomas 8. Guppy, 
and Gunner John W. Kerrigan, The 
Wasp was a composite screw, gunboat, 
carrying four guns,.of 495 tons, 470-horse 
power. 
served on bonrd the guoboat Merlin in 
China. Bat few particulars of-the disaster 
have yet been received, but some of the 
bodies have beon washed oshoro in an 
almest nude condition. This would tend 
to confirm previeus * surmises, and show 
that tho vessol must bave gono down in- 
stantly, and before the men who wero 
below had time to pus on any clothing. 
No plausible. suggestion as to the cause of 
the calamity can yet-be made. The island

The survivors state 
that no ¢fforts of their’ own could have 
saved them if they had not been..washed 
ashore, At the time there was a heavy 
sez on, with a thick, blinding rain, but 
nothing like a gale blowing from the north- 
west.

Brisbane, Sopt. 24.—In- the Legislative

THE MASSACRE AT MANDALAY. 

We give below. the detaila of the mas- 
ancre at Mandalay, which we briefly’ re- 
ported this day week, and “which was thon 
described as a jail outbreak. How far that 
description was from the truth the follow- 
ing accounts, both. given us by oye-wit- 
nesses, will show. : 2 

The Burmese Government, feeling alarm- 
ed at the large number of ducoitics taking 
placa in avery. district, and- by tho report 
that-the Mengoon Prince had left Pon- 
dicherry and reached Bankok, the Min- 
isters decided to execute a-‘number of 
notorious characters. Although this deci- 
sion was kept seerct, it came to tho 
knowledge of the prisoners through their 
relatives, who are allowed to take food to 
them ip the jail; and those who had reason 
to believe that their lives would be the first 
to be sucrificed resolved to attempt an es- 
eape.” About 30 of them managed to break 
off their irons and. sgized: tha fow dahs and 
aupty guns of the guards, while. the latter 
were at dinner. They then manoged to 
burst out: of tho jait and made for the 
eastern gate of the city. Among them was 
a Iet-thoon-daw called Minbyin who was 
‘imprisoned ‘on suspicion of having’ an intri- 
gue with one “of the Queen's maida of 
honour; this man went to the criminsl 
court opposite and gave warning te the Myo 
Sara (town clerk).- The men who had es- 
gaped-wore followed and 7 were ent down 
before reaching the gate, among whom was 
the: notorious’ Yanmin who was the ring- 
leader, . ‘When wounded by a shot he touk 


| refuge ina house, but was beaten out by 


the inmates. On reaching the road near 
the bazaar he fell’ down, and his head was 
chopped off and carried away in triumph. 
This is the famous dagoit- who was liberated 
from jail to go and fight. aguingt the Shana; 
but, instead of that, he was plundering and 
pillaging everywhere, . He was then. ar: 
rested and war’ to. hava been publicly exe- 
cuted, but -through the intercession. of a 
hpoongyee his sentence was changed to im- 
prizonment for life,. The othor runaways 
were followed by the Shoay Shan Myowooh 
and two or threa were slatghtered, but 
about 20 or so are'still at large. . 
Whilst thie ‘was going on the Ministers, 
headed by the Tinedsh, with’ the palace 
guard, had surrounded the jail, in which 
there: were now none but peaceable and 
ubarmed people, and an _ indiscriminate 
slaughter began, specially directed -by the 
Tinedah Mingyee against those harmless 
people who were begging for mercy. . Find- 
ing themselves fired upon from all sides, 
thoy tried‘to break the fence and get out, 
At this crisis the. Tincdsh* gave’ ordcra to 
set-tiro to the jail at the East corner, and 
fram the Toung-win Mingyee’s houso the 
musketry fire was kept up. The flames 
drove the poor creatures“ to the gate where 
they were hacked to pieces” one ‘after 
another. In tho jail were the Moonesh 
Mee Byah, the grandson of the Maloon 
Prince, (called: the Minepyin Prince) and 
the-grandson of tho Intiahmin, The Moo-. 
‘neah Mes Byah, who was vety ill, was 
carried out by her sister, who was also a 
prisoner. . ; 
While‘ the butchery ‘was ‘going on. the 
king sent to enquire if the two Princes 
-were still alive; the answer was ‘yes’; 
but, as might have been expected when he 
sent a second time they were no moro. 
| Their heads are now hanging in the Ceme- 
tery along with that of the Yanmin,
